Navigation of the Colorado, 
The N.Y. Tribune of Sept. 30th, 
has the following remarks on the sub- 
ject of the navigation of the Colorado 
which we commend to our merchants : 


The meeting of the merchants of 
San Francisco lately held to consider 
the navigation of the Colorado River 
was of great importance, That river 
is destined to become highly valuable 
in the future commercial transactions 
of the district covered by Arizonia 
and part of California, Nevada and 
Utah. The Mexicans fully apprecia- 
ted this when they concluded the last 
boundary line treaty. They were 
very careful to reserve the mouth of 
the river within their own jurisdiction. 
The country on both sides of the river, 
for a long distance up, is rich in min- 
erals of all kinds particularly in pre- 
cious metals. It is a movted question 
whether the Mexicans will demand 
heavy duties on the exports from that 
district passing the mouth of the river, 
when our enterprise has developed the 
mines and laid the country open to 
civilization and ready wealth. The 
projected scheme of a branch of the 
Pacific Railroad from the main line to 
Guaymas will not materially affect its 
importance, even if made practical. 
When the attention of the Liberal 
Mexican authorities was a short time 
ago called to the importance of Colo- 
rado River in the internal commerce 
of the district referred to, and particu- 
larly to the situation of the mouth of 
the river within Mexican jurisdiction, 
they promptly replied that the bound- 
ary line could not be modified in the 
least degree. They plainly intimated 
that Mexico intends to hold control 
there as long as possible. It is known 
that when Gen. Sheridan was studying 
Mexican affairs closely, he gave this 
subject his serious attention, and 
called the attention of the Government. 
to it. 


CAPT. ROGERS, who commanded 
the Esmeralda when that steamer ran 
up to Callville freighted with goods be- 
longing to R G. Sneath, says:

confined by the walls of a canon, eddies 
ere formed that are difficult to get 
through. | 

A line of good steamers on the Colo- 
rado River will not only insure to San 
Francisco a large increase of trade with 
Utah; but to Arizona, freights at reas- 
onable rates and in much less time than 
has heretofore been done, and at the 
— rates of freight, or even much 

ess, pay a handsome profit on the in- 
vestment required to place a line of good 
steamers on that river. The parties now 
engaged in transportation on that river 
discourage any new enterprise in that 
direction. They have been running 
steamers on that river for ten or twelve 
years, which fact clearly proves that it 
will pay. For a number of years I was 
engaged in steamboatiog on the Ohio, 
Missouri, Upper and Lower Mississippi 
Rivers, and on nene of these rivers are 
offered such inducements as this on the 
Colorado. It costs less money to run 
steamers on.the Colorado than either of 
those other rivers; and yet freights are 
treble. Shi on this river de not 
complain of high rates of freight, but at 
the length of time in getting it. 

_, All the steamers on the river are de- 
ficient in power—at least for the upper 
trade, the current being more rapid on 
the upper than on the lower river. On 
the trip of the Esmeralda to Callville, 
we were detained for hours in places— 
having to use lines—where a steamer 
with sufficient power would have met 
with no detention. Besides addition of 
power, it requires differently-construct- 
ed machinery from that now in use there. 
This trip of the above steamer, though 
tedious, fully established the fact that 
the river, is navigable as high up as 
Callville—distant from the meuth 620 
miles and the hearty welcome we re- 
ceived from the prominent citizens of 
Utah, gave assurance that they were 
anxious for transportation by this river.

Walker found that the sum required 
was $31,000, Upon receiving the in- 
formation, the private wrote a draft 
for the sum, and received ip return a 
memoraudum certifying the advance, 
and promising reimbarsement when 
the Government could furnish the 
money. 

T'wo or three days after, at Fairfax 
Court House, the regiment was paid, 
When Mr. Howe’s name was called, he 
went up to the paymaster’s desk, re- 
ceived twenty-eight dollars and sixty 
cents of bis own money, and signed 
ihe receipt therefor, “Private Elias 
Howe, Jr.” After rendering all the 
service which a man in his physical 
condition could render, he reluctantly 
asked a discharge and returned home. 
He used to say to the soldiers; 

‘T've got to leave you, boys. I’m 
of no use here; but never mind; when 
your time is cut, come to me at Bridge- 
port. I’m building a large sewing 
machine factory there, and I shall 
have plenty of work for those who 
want it.” 

Many of his comrades took him at 
his word, and until his death were at 
work under him in various capacities.

The Roman Question. 


A general European war seems inev- 
itable; on all sides we hear the notes 
preparation for the deadly conflict. 
Europe to day may not inaptly be lik- 
ened to an enormous magazine, filled 
to the brim with explosive material, a 
spark only is wanting to ignite the 
mass and light a conflagration that all 


the self-assumed Gods Annointed of 


Europe cannot quench. From present 
appearances Italy will furnish the spark 
that is to fire the magazine. 

The effects of Victor Emanuel to 
check the popular will for making Rome 
the capital of United Italy has so far 
signally failed. Italy has been betray- 
ed by her King, and the King will tind 
that his own pcople are stronger than 
a French army. 
master of the situation and has, with 
one stroke of his sword, cut in twain 
the treaty of September. The Italian 
people, fired by his burning eloquence, 
are up and eager for the fray; the noble 
old man has infused into them one 
spirit, one thouglit, one soul for the iib- 
eration of all Italy. It is useless for 
Victor Emanuel to attempt to stem the 
torrent of popular will, as well might 
he attempt to dam up Niagara with a 
wisp of stiaw. He will be forced to 
admit ‘‘that the voice of the people is 
the voice of God,” and bow in submis- 
to their decrevs. ‘The time is rapidly 
passing for hereditary rulers to dictate 
to the people; instead of leading they 
must follow if they would retain their 
positions. And the French Emperor 
will find, should he push his interfer- 
ence in Roman affairs to extremitics, 
that he has purchased a larger elephant 
than Mexico was, and, perhaps, find 
what Moscow was to thie “uncle of his 
nephew.” 

The Roman question is purely a local 
one. What the government of Rome 
shall be concerns the Romans alune— 
not France. Tee interference of the 
latter will convert it into a continental 
question, one in which all Europe will 
take a hand. France since the battle 
of Ladona has ceased to be the arbiter 
of Eastern Europe. “Napoleun cannot 
now proceed, as in 1864 he could, upon 
the assumption that Italy needs his 
protectiod; there is no enemy she has 
cause to fear, and there is no power 
but France that has the least intention 
to contest her right to Rome. The 
natural result of French intervention 
must be to turn the friendship of Italy 
into resentment. Shylock may exact 
his pound of flesh, but had better the 
bond to pieces. There arc some trea- 
ties upon which it is madness to insist, 
and the September Convention is one 
of them. We belicve that in this re- 
cent step Napoleon Las advanced to his 
own defeat. It is one thing to make 
@ compact with a king and a cabinet, 
but no compact will endure that is not 
made with the people. The Emperor 
may send his troops to Rome, but if he 
keeps them there he must send them to 
Italy also, and to the Rhine. In the 
end, if he is resolved to oppose Italy, 
he must be prepared to oppose Prussia 
also.”’ 

“There is now no nation of Europe 
that Italy has less to fear from than 
from Austria. Not a soldier of the 
House of Hapsburg stands on Italian 
soil, and any advance which Austria 
may make toward the South will inevi- 
tably be followed by a southward ad- 
vance of Prussia.”

homesteads, but are being held by 
speculators and capitalists in large 
tracts who are selling them for the pur- 
pose of gain and speculation. They 
close with a prayer that defendants be 
enjoined from making any further dis- 
tribution of these lands in tracts of 100 
varas square and that they be perpetu- 
ally enjoined from carrying into execu- 
tion order No 733, and further, that
